The
standard this merning put their prica
op l6cents to £1 50, On the exchange
carh oil opened at £1 50 and sold up ta
$160. May options opened at $1 50 bid
snd the first salo was made at L 60, It
thon broke to £1 58 and rallied to $1 60
onealss. It was thea bid up to 3168
without anlea at 1 o'clock, The opaning
pale wan a cash ordor for 10,000 barrels
st §1 30, nod the next salo was made at
¢ 56]. The first sale in May options
was it $1 .60

This was the highest oll had besn
gince 1877, when it sold as high as 3.534
Speculation which heretofore Lins bLeen
confined to nationul tranait certificates,
ks been transferrod to Mellon pipe
lina cartificates and a salo of 10,000 bar-
rels was made here to-day.

The price rosestendily until tho $1 80
mark waa reached, when it broke to
$1 60 and elosed at that. Speculators
unlasded a lnrge amonnt of o1l at 3179
and that ip alleged Lo havo cansed the
braak. In four dags oil has adyanced
% por cent. Theadvance made by the
standard was 15 cents and should a
similar advanco he made to-day oil
would bo selling at twice the average
price of last year,

Tnere ia much gossip here about the
market, and bets were to-day that the 52
mark would be crossed inside of sixty
dsve. Somo say that the Standaerd is
making the advance to stimnlate wild-
atting and briog in new torritory, An-
atber claim is that the Standard 13 put-
ting up the price of crudo and holding
dewn the price of refined below the cost
ol production in order to freeze out the
independent Producers and Refinors'
% Companv, That erganization is
holding a moeting at Batler to-night,

ut refuses to give out any information,

So far this weoek the ndvance nmounta
13 40 cants per barrel by the Standard
ind 43 cents on the exchange for the
May option, ‘To the producors of Waost-
orn Pennsylvanin and West Virginia
this meana 37,500 a day more than they
ware gatting for their oil last week, or
an iocrease of 31,125,000 per month,
The tota! market value of the produnct
ta newriy 33,500,000 per month. It has
greatly stirpnlated aetivity in the field
sud pat only fuenishes additional work
for hundreds of oil drillers, but has alas
ingreased the demand for iron and steal
woplies consnmed in tho business, So
lar ke consumer has beon taxed an ad-

And tha Four Points, so-
called—Chieago, Kansas City, St. Louis
and Omaha—-wlero cattle aro slpogh-
tered aro [alling off in their supply to
the market. The reduction last year
was 142,347 head of eattle us comparad
with the year beiore, The Chicago pro-
duction fell off 200,503 head and Omaha
44,711, while Kaosas City incronsod 45,
501 and St Louls 04,641, making a not
reduction as stated. This reduetion
naturally would bring an increase of
price to the conazmer.”

THE INCOME TAX.

Instructions Covering I"oluts Declled by
the Tl 8 Sapremo Conrr,

Wasminarox, Aprill1.—The following
revisad rezulations coveriog the points
decided by the supreme court concern-
ing the income tax have beon sent to
collectors:

L. Interest received from state, county
and muaicipal bonda, or securitios, and
ronta from real estate, aro not taxable
as income, but persons or corporations
recoiving said interest or reats shinil in-
elude in thetr returna as recoipts the
full amount theroof received or aceruad
within the year for which retarn is
made, and shall deduet the same as
subjoct to taxation,

2, The amovuts actually paid for
tnxes, insurance amd ropairs on real ps-
tate may be deductod [rom incomo, na
heretotore provided for by the law and
regulatinna,

4. All pursons and corporations that
have berotofore rendersd inzomo tax
returns for the year 1501, to n collector
or deputy collector, including tharein
interest receivod from state, county, or
municipal Londs, or from rents from
real estate, may have the nmounts of
sald interest and renta deducted feom
their Income by duly makine an alli-
davit, and dolivering the sama to the
collector ar deputy colloctor te whom
the original roturng was renderad,

4. The collactor, upon recoipt of tho
forozoing allidavit, shall attach such
allidavit to the return of the alliant
heretofore made, and shall make the
corroction in snid return in conformity
with the [acta stated in said aflidavit
nuid forward aaid amonded rotnen with
the silidavit attached to the commis-
atonor of intarnal revenne.

No Ofeinl Notleo to Hawnll Ro-
garding tho Thurston Malter,

MINISTER WILLIS" QUEER ACTION

Ciannot 1o Accounted For, aml the
Hawnllan  Governmant  Can Only
Awalt Davelopmonts—=Onr Minlstur
Is Practically Personn Non Gratn In
the Now Mopublip=ilo Makes Iim.
anlf Obnoxlons—State Dopartmont
Surprisod at tho News,

Sax Fraxcisco, April 11,—The etoam-
or Alameda areived to-day bringiug the
following  Ilawailsn  advices, dated
April 4:

Tho first news brought hero of the
(roublos existing botween  Miniater
Thuraton and Socretary Gresham was
rocoived by the China Tuesday, two
days ago, Itwasa greatsurpriso in offi-
cial eircles ns woll as to the community,
Minister Thurston statoa that the frat
anid only information he had received
was through tho press dispatchos that
reached here on the Znod. Tho only
notice recaived by tho government was
a tologram from Thuraton siating ho is
on his way home. Minister Lutch naid
to-day: .

“\Weo have received abaolutoly nothing
official in the mattor. Bix weaks hinve
olapaed ginco the nowspapors statod
Secretary Gresham's notico was sorved
on this goverament and it'is forty-eight
liours since tho arrival of the press dis-
patches, but Minister Willis has given
no notitication of any action on the part
of the American socrotary of state."

The povernment ia quietly nwaiting
developments, * I[ Thuraton, roturns
permanently to  Honolulu, Minister
Uatel, of tha loreign department, will
succoed bim, if Hateh will accept the
position, Tnurston will bo given his
position in the bureaw.

Presidont Doly is at present on a trip
to other islands, having laft just after
the arrival of the "China" dispatches,
The ministers of the government wonid
avowedly like to refuse to appoint a
successor to Thuraton, thus necessitating
the recall of Minister Willis. He
hias made himeeli obnoxious to tho re-
public in many wavs of late and wera it
not for a desiro to keep on frisndly
termy with the United States his recall
would bave been demanded long ago,
also that consul-general Mills' policy
wlone keeps them hare,

They Showed Surprise.

Wasmxorox, . C, April 1L—The
officials of the sta's department were
disereatly silont to-day when questioned
relative to the latest Ilawaiian nows
brougit by the Alameda, snd refused to
make noy redpsnss wheno questionad na

which arrived at Vancouvor: All iy
confusion in tho eity of Pekin and it
throatons to eulminate in a panie

Seores of cowardly officers, fearing the

appearancs of the Japanecse army, aro

nsking for leave to visit sick and aped
parents, The governmont has refused
them all.

I'wo American ladies ware walking
on Legation streel in Pekin when they
warn assauliod by the soldiers, while
the native goard posted on the etreet
for police protection looked on and
erinned, The ladies' garments were
badly torn, but they managed to (res
thewselves and ran into the house of
the Russinn logation closd by, The mol-
diers who assaulted the Indies were af-
torwards almost beaten to death by the
angry husbands ol the women,

The Pekin authorities bave allowed
the two lndies nssanlted to have a zuard
of Russian soldiers to enard them in
thair walk,

Particulars ol an attack by pirates on
the camp of two young Freochuen,
uear Thainguyan, wre given. Mosara,
Hearle and Sabot wero engaged in
superinteuding the construction of an
English line between Chowmoi and
Toainguyan, Iearls was on his back
Sabot was in a rickasha. There wore
thirty -in the party, Saddenly the
pirates made their appearance, and
surronnding the party demanded their
surrander, Sabot refused and he and
the goards fired. The fire was returned,
Hearle was killed by a shot in the neck
and nearly all of the luborers ijell
mortally wounded.

Sabot wan cauzht alive and carried off,
The Buoddhist wriesta have been dis.

Wasiixatox, AprilL1l—An authorita-
tive statement of the terms of poacs
being negotiated batweon Japan and
Clioa has been secured from official
sources, They are five in number as
follows:

First—Indepondence of Karea.

Second —Permanent cession of tho ir-
land ot Formosa to Japan.

Third—Indemnity of 200,000,000 taels
(Chineso coin worth $I.33),

Foarth—DPermanent  occupation of
Port Arthur and the immediate con-
tiznous territory.

Fiith—A new Japan-China treaty
opening the joterior of Chinato com-
muesce.

The money indemnity iz expressed in
Chinese taels instead of Japanose ven,
Tho tael is in reality a weight instena of
acoin. It is considorgd eilver monay.
While the face value at §1 33 would be
equivalent to 3309,000,000 in silver, it is
eaid the aetanl value would be between
$210,000,000 and 220,000,000 in pold.

The ifth term, 03 to a new treaty, in-
cludes various trnda features, such ns
froe nccess to Chinese rivers.

KENTUCKY TRAGEDY.

Two Prominont Citizens Have n
Dondly Btreot Duol,

RESULT OF THE POLITICAL FEUD

Which Has Exlateil Betweon State
Senator Willlam [Gaobel aul Bank
Cashier Handford—Sandfordl Firos
at the Senator anid is HimselCKilod,
Gront Hxcltomont Among the Partis
sang of the Men In Coviagton,

Crxersxaty, 0., April 11,—In the buse
iness contro of Cavington, Ky, John L,
Bandford, cashior of the Farmors' snd
Traders' Bank, was killod at 1:30 p, m,
to-day by State Sanator Willinm Gosbal,
Bath firod at each otheron the crowded
atreel, An hour later ane of the wealth-
ioat citizens was dead and a leading
nolitician was In custody at the station
house, while the atrests wara thronzed
with excited erowds. The factional ag-
itation over the bloody afair continues
to run high to-night on this sida of the .
river, a3 well as in Covington and othsr
Kentucky towns,

Gioobel and Sandlord wore tholeadars
of two bitterly contending Domoeratie
fuctions, The fond is an old one politi-
eally, but it became intensely personal
Inst Satarday, when the Covington Led-
gor published a very bitter attack on
Sandford, which the latter attributed to
Senator Goobel. Tho lutter acknowls
edped ita authorship, Tho friends of
both Have been talking this week in
such a mannor that troubla was expect-
ed the first timo Gocbel and Sandford
met,

senator Goebel and Attorney General
Hondricks were walking up Madison
streel,  As they approached the First
Natlonal Bank, Sandford, who was lean-
ing up against the railing approached
quickly toward Senator Goebei and
spoko to the latter, at the samo time
drawing his rovolver. Seaator Goebel
turned to one slae just as Sandford
fired. The bullet from Sandiord's ra-
volver passed through Senator Gosbel's
coat and bis trousers 1u two places over
the hips. Senator Goebel then drew
hia revolver and fired, his shot taking
effect in the left of Mr, Sandford’s fore.
head. The tirst word was spoken and
the first ahot was fired by Ssndiord.

‘Lhers were but two shots, one by each
of the nsailants. Sandford's friends
dony that the latter was lyving iu wait
for the senator. Baondiord was ghot
over his aye, bleeding profoeely on the
sidewalk boefore hie could be carried into
the First Nationa! Bank, Sandford’s
manzion s four milesout, His son was
the only oneof the family who reached
his father befora he died. The victim
never rogained consciousness, He died
in losa than an hour.

After the shooting, when he saw
Sandford fall, Banator Goebel returued'
to the court house, stoppivg only a
moment, and then went to police head-
quarters and gavo himsell up, :

“Here is the reason I killed him"

exclaimed the senater, jumping up ex-
citedly, and turaing about he drew his
coat tail around and showed where the
ball of Fandiord’s pistel had passad
throagh, tearing away a portion of tha
cloth. “le was lyioz 1n wait for ma,
I enw bim wheo I reached the gas offica,
sbout twanty {eet away [rom the stops
of the First National Bank. [ was on
my way to the Citizens’ National Bank
with my iriend, General Hendrick,
As soon as I snw him reach for his re.
volver I reached for mine.”

Mr. Snndford was iilty-seven years
old. Hisgrandfather was distinguished
in the state, being at ove time a state
seaator and a member of the constitu.
tivnal convention.

Senator Goebel is a succassinl business
man as well as a lawyer. Ile is Torty
years old, aomarried and & native of
Penoeylvanin. He located in Coving.
ton when quite young, Ife is out to-
night on ball.
